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SCCARA Contest 


Two Meter QSO Party 


On Saturday, April 22, from 1 to 4 PM, SCCARA 
will have an informal contest open to members and hams 
under 18 years old who are sponsored by a member. 

To make a contact (a QSO) call "CQ SCCARA" on 
one of the frequencies 147.405, 147.420, 147.465, or 147.495 
MHz FM simplex or answer a "CQ SCCARA." Give your 
name (you can use a nickname, but use the same name for 
all exchanges), city; and record the name, city, and call sign 
of the other station. 

Only two way contacts with members or sponsored 
hams count for credit. If the other station has a KE6 prefix 
the contact is worth 5 QSO points, a KD6 prefix is worth 3 
QSO points, and any other prefix is worth 2 QSO points. 

The total score for any station is the sum of the 
QSO points times the multiplier. The multiplier is 10 for 
hams who are first licensed in 1995, is 5 for those first 
licensed in 1994, 2 for those first licensed in 1993, and 1 for 
all others. For example: if KE6OQUG, who is first licensed in 
1994, makes contacts with K8ERL (2 QSO points), KD6EFL 
(3 QSO points), N6BUO (2 QSO points), and KE6FBY (5 
QSO points); he will have a total of 12 QSO points, a 
multiplier of 5 and a total score of 60. 


Other rules: 


1. Only three consecutive contacts can be made 
on a frequency before changing frequencies. 

2. Only one transmitter at a time can be used. 

3. Only the frequencies listed above can be 
used, 

4. Any one entry must be single operator, 
except any number of KE6 operators can be added to a 
single operator station. 

5. Maximum power is 50 watts. 

6. All stations should reply to calls (i.e. it 
is not proper to make contacts only with a friend and 
not reply to others). 

7. KE6 and KD6 prefixes mentioned above only 
apply to 2X3 calls. For example, a contact with 
KD6SV would be worth 2 QSO points. 

8. A station may be contacted only once for 
credit (no duplicate contacts). 

All entries must be in the hands of a 
contest committee member by May 15, 1995, by US Mail 
or hand delivered at the May General Meeting. 

10. If you are not a member of SCCARA and are 
under 18 years old, ask a SCCARA member to sponsor 
you. Any member can sponsor any number of hams under 
18. Call AB60Z at 408-729-9012 if you need a 
sponsor.

Goodbye to W6AVJ and W6LDO 


Sadly, we must report the passing of two long time 
SCCARA members during the months of February and 
March. 

Walter Nelson, W6AVJ, passed away on February 19. 
Walt joined the club in 1947 after he passed his license exam 
and received his Class B License and call. Walt was active on 
10 meters in his early years in SCCARA and worked on 
several committees, taking part in a number of club events in 
the late 1940’s and early 1950’s. He served as Vice President 
for two terms, and during the mid 1950’s he worked with his 
brother-in-law, Al Gaetano, W6VZT, teaching amateur 
license classes for SCCARA in the old Red Cross 
Headquarters at 440 North First Street. 

Walt graduated from San Jose High School and, 
after serving in the Navy, attended San Jose State University 
where he earned a BS Degree in Electrical Engineering. He 
worked for Varian Associates in Palo Alto for over 30 years, 
retiring in 1988. 

Walt’s late father, "Pop" Nelson, W6FON, was also 
active in the Club, serving as Treasurer for a number of 
years. His sister, Helen, married Al Gaetano, W6VZT. For 
a time, Helen held the call KN6HGJ, so most of Walt’s 
family members were radio amateurs and SCCARA 
members. 

Walt leaves a wife, Marly and one son, Scott. 

Walt, who was primarily a "phone man", worked DX 
on the HF bands. In 1990 he passed the Extra Class License 
exam, mostly because it was a challenge. While he spent 
most of his time on 40 through 10 meters, he also worked 
the LPRC repeater on regular basis. While he was not very 
active in SCCARA during recent years, he will be missed by 
many old friends in ham radio. 


Walter Drozdiak, W6LDO, passed away on March 
15. Walt joined the club in the early 1950’s and attended 
many meetings and club events over the years. At one time 


he was very active on the Northern California CW Net and 
other nets of the ARRL National Traffic System and handled 
a great deal of traffic for service men during the Korean 
War. 

In the later 1930’s, Walt worked as a shipboard radio 
operator on a "banana boat" between the U.S. and Panama. 
When WWII broke out, he joined the Army as leader of a 
radio intelligence unit in General George Patten’s 3" Army 
in Europe. He served with Patten at the Battle of the Bulge 
and was decorated with the Bronze Star and four battle stars. 

After WWII, Walt earned his degree in Dentistry at 
Northwestern University’s School of Dentistry. He and his 
new bride came to San Jose in 1950 where he established a 
dentistry practice on Forest Avenue across from Valley Fair. 
Many of us were his patients during his 43 year career. 

It was during those early days that he set up his own 
ham station and joined SCCARA. He was an excellent CW 
operator and it was a pleasure to take and receive traffic 
from him. We will miss his clear crisp signals.
